Washington, Jnne 14.—Before a great audience assembled here 
today for a flag daj'- celebration President Wilson declared anew the 
acts and purposes of the United States in entering the world war. 


'standing in the shadow of the 
great monument erected to the 
everlasting 
memory of 
George 
Washington, the president told 
thousands gathered on the grassy 
slopes about him that the United 
States had entered the war not 
alone to keep the world safe for 
democracy, but also because the 
"extraordinary insults and ag- 
gressions of the imperial German 
government left us no choice but 
lo take up arms in defense of our 
1 i.schts as a free people and of our 
honor as a sovereign 
govern- 
riient." 


The stars and stripes are going to a 
?trange land, the president said, for a 
nurpose as old as American traditions. 


"For us there is but one choice," 
?aid the president. 
"We have m a d e it. 
Woe be to the m a n or group of men 
that seeks to stand In our way in this 
day of high 
resolution 
when 
every 
principle we hold dearest is to be vin- 
dicated and made secure for the salva- 
tion of nations. 
We are ready to plead 
at the bar of history, and our flag shall 
wear a new lustre.

shall make good with our lives and 
fortunes the great faith to which we 
were born, and a new glory shall shine

ing at Havlland, Paulding county. 


Hoaglin was a member of the posse 
of farmers that chased Kuhns as ho 
was passing through Van Wert county 
with a stolen horse and buggy 
and 
during which 
K u h n s 
was mortally 
wounded. 
It is recalled t h a t 
K u h n s 
was shot about 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon. 
He was brought to the county 
jail here, where he died between 7 and 
8 o'clock. 


Everybody 
breathed 
easier 
after 
Kuhns' death. 
He was fearless and 
daring. 
Prison walls had no terror for 
him, for on one occasion he executed 
a very clever escape. 
He made his liv- 
ing by robbing and plundering.

murder—his crimes 
were 
many and bold.

eelves near the place indicated. They 
h a d no sooner reached the spot when 
two shots rang out, and soon after- 
ward the town marshal of Haviland 
a n d the postmaster came running to- 
w a r d them.

character 
than t h a t which we give it f r o m gen- 
eration to generation. 
The choices are 
ours.

And yet, though silent, it speaks to 
us—speaks to us of the past, of the 
men and women who went before us 
and of the records wrote upon it. We 
celebrate the day of its birth and f r o m 
its birth until now it has witnessed a 
great history, has floated on high the 
symbol of great events, of a great plan 
of life worked out 
by a great people. 
W e are about to carry it into battle, 
to lift it where it will draw the fire of 
our enemies.

about to bid 
thousands, hundreds of thousands, it 
may be 
millions,

young, the strong, the capable men of

Questions Must Be Answered. 


"These are questions which must be 
answered. 
We are Americans. 
We 
in our turn serve America, and can 
serve her with no private purpose. We 
must use her flag as she has always 
used it. 
We are accountable a t the 
bar of history and must plead in ut- 
ter frankness what purpose it is we 
seek to serve. 


"It is plain enough how we were forced 
into the wai*. The extraordinary insults 
and aggressions of the imperial German 
government left us no 
self-respecting 
choice but to take up arms in defen.se of 
our rights as a free people and of our 
honor as a sovereign government. 
The 
military masters of Germany denied us 
the right to be neutral. 
They filled our 
unsuspecting communities with 
vicious 
spies and conspirators and sought 
to 
corrupt the opinion of our people in their 
own behalf. When they found that they 
could not do that, their agents diligently 
spreatl sedition amongst us and sought 
to draw our own citizens from their al- 
Igiances—and some of those agents were 
men connected with the official embassy 
of the German government itself here in 
our national capitol. They sought by vio- 
lence to destroy our industries and ar- 
rest our commerce. 
They tried to incite 
.Mexico to take up arms against us and 
to draw Japan into a hostile alliance with 
her—and that, not by indirection, but by 
direct sugge.stion from the foreign ofifice 
in Berlin. 
They impudently denied us 
the use of the high seas and repeatedly^ 
executed their threat that they would 
send to their death any of our people who 
ventured to approach the coasts of Eu- 
rope. And many of our own people were 
corrupted. Men began to look upon their 
own neighbors with suspicion and to won- 
der in their hot resentment and surprise 
whether there was any community in 
which ho.itile 
intrigue did not 
lurk. 
What great nation in such circumstances 
would not have taken up arms? Much as 
we had desired peace, it was denied us, 
and not of our own choice. 
This flag 
under which we serve would have been 
dishonored had we withheld our hand. 


Not Enemies of German People. 


"But that is only part of the story. We 
know now as clearly a.s we knew before 
we were ourselves engaged that we are 
not the enemies of the German people 
and that they are not our enemies. 
They 
did not originate or de.'ire this hideous 
war or wish that we should be drawn 
into it, and we are vaguely conscious that 
we are fighting their cause, as they will 
some day see it, as well a.s our own. They 
are themselves in the grip of the same 
sinifited 
power that has 
now at last 
stretched its ugly talons out and drawn 
blood from us. 
The whole world is at 
war because the whole world is in the 
grip of that power and is trying out the 
great 
battle 
which 
shall 
determine 
whether it is to be brought under its mas- 
tery or fling itself free. 


"The war was begtm by the military 
masters of Germany, who proved fo be 
also the masters of 
Austria-Hungary. 
These men have never regarded nations 
as peoples, men, women, and children of 
like blood and frame as themselves, for 
whom governments existed and in whom 
governments had their life. 
They have 
regarded them merely as serviceable or- 
ganizations which they could by force or 
intrigue bend or corrupt to their own pur- 
pose. 


Mode Weaker Nations Tools. 


"They have regarded 
the 
smaller 
states In particular and the 
peoples 
who could be overwhelmed by force, as 
their natural tools and instruments of 
domination. 
Their purpose has long 
been avowed. 
The statesmen of other 
nations, to whom that purpose 
was 
increditable, paid little attention; re- 
garded what German professors ex- 
poundted 
in 
their class rooms and 
German writers set forth to the world 
as the goal of German policy as rather 
the dream of minds detached 
f r o m 
practical affairs, as preposterous pri- 
vate conceptions of German 
destiny, 
than as the actual plans of responsible 
rulers; but 
the 
rulers 
of Germany 
themselves knew all the while what 
concrete plans—what well 
advanced 
intrigues lay back of what the profes- 
sors and the writers were saying, and 
were glad to go forward unmolested, 
filling 
the thrones of Balkan 
states 
with German princes, putting German 
officers at the service of Turkey to 
drill her armies 
and m a k e interest 
with her government, developing plans 
of sedition and rebellion In India and 
Egypt, setting their 
fires 
in 
Persia. 
The demands made by Austria upon 
Servia were a mere single step in a 
plan which compassed 
S u r o p e 
and 
Asia, from Berlin to Bagdad. 
They 
hoped those demands might not arouse 
Europe, but they meant to press them 
whether they did 
or 
not, 
for they 
thought themselves ready for the final 
issue of arms. 


Past Scheme of Conquest. 


"Their plan was to throw a broad^ 
belt of German military power and po-' 
litical control across the very center 
of Europe and beyond the Mediterra- 
nean into the h«art of Alia; ahd Aui- 


or Turkey or the ponderous states of 
the 
east 
Austria-Hungary, 
indeed, 
was to become part of the Central 
German Empire, absorbed and domi- 
nated by the s a m e forces and influ- 
ences that had originally cemented the 
German states themselves. 
The dream 
had its heart a t Berlin. 
It could have 
had a heart nowhere else. 
I t rejected 
the idea of solidarity of race entirely. 
The choice of peoples played no part 
in it a t all. 
It contemplated binding 
together 
racial 
and 
political 
units 
which could be kept together only by 
force—Czechs, Magyars, Croats, Serbs, 
Roumanians, 
Armenians—the 
proud 
states of Bohemia and Hungary; the 
stout little commonwealths of the Bal- 
kans, the indomitable Turks; the sub- 
tile peoples of the east. 
Those peoples 
did not wish to be united. 
They ar- 
dently desired to direct their own af- 
fairs, would be eatisfled only by undis- 
puted independence. 
They could 
be 
kept quiet only by the presence or the 
constant threat of armed men. 
They 
would 
live under a common 
power 
only by sheer compulsion and 
await 
the day of revolution. 
But the Ger- 
m a n military statesmen had reckoned 
with all t h a t and were ready to deal 
with It in their own way. 


Large Part of Plan Put Through. 
"And they have actually carried the 
greater part of that amazing plan into 
execution. 
Liook how things 
stand. 
Austria is a t their mercy. 
It has acted, 
not upon Its own initiative or upon the 
choice of its own people, but a t Ber- 
lin's dictation ever since the war be- 
gan. 
Its own people now desire peace, 
but cannot have it until leave is grant- 
ed f r o m Berlin. 
The so-called central 
powers are in fact but a single power. 
Servia is at its mercy, should its hands 
be but for a moment freed. 
Bulgaria 
has consented to its will and R u m a n i a 
is overrun. The Turkish armies, which 
Germans trained, 
are 
serving Ger- 
many, certainly not themselves, 
and 
the guns of German warships lying in 
the harbor at Constantinople remind 
Turkish statesmen every day that they 
have no choice but to take their orders 
from Berlin. 
F r o m H a m b u r g to the 
Persian gulf the net is spread. 


P e a c e Motives Clear. 


"It is now easy to understand 
the 
eagerness for peace that has been m a n - 
ifested f r o m Berlin 
ever 
since 
the 
snare was 
sot 
and 
sprung. 
Peace, 
peace, peace has been the talk of her 
foreign office for 
now a year 
and 
more; not peace upon her own initia- 
tive, but upon the initiative of the na- 
tions over which she now deems her- 
self to hold the advantage. 
A little of 
the talk has been public, but most of 
it has been private. 
Through all sorts 
of channels it has come to me, and in 
all sorts of guises, but never with the 
terms disclosed which 
the 
German 
government would be willing to ac- 
cept. 
T h a t government has other val- 
uable pawns in its hands besides those 
I have mentioned. 
It still holds a val- 
uable part 
of 
France, 
though 
with 
slowly relaxing grasp, and practically 
the 
whole 
of 
Belgium. 
Its 
armies 
press close upon Russia and overrun 
Poland at their will. 
It cannot go f u r - 
ther; 
; it dare not go back. 
It wishes to 
close its bargains before it is too late 
and it has little left to ofier for the 
pound of flesh it will demand. 
Cannot Advance; D a r e Not Retreat. 


"The military masters under whom 
Germany is bleeding see very clearly 
to what point fate has brought them. 
If they fall back or are forced back 
an inch, their power both abroad and 
at home will fall to pieces like a house 
of cards. 
It is their power a t home 
they are thinking about 
now 
more 
than their power abroad. 
It is that 
power which is trembling under their 
very feet; and deep fear has entered 
their 
hearts. 
They 
have 
but 
one 
chance to perpetuate 
their 
military 
power or even their controlling 
po- 
litical Influence. 
If they can secure 
peace now with the immense advan- 
tages still in their hands which they 
have 
up 
to 
this 
point, 
apparently 
gained, they will have justified them- 
selves before the German people; they 
will have gained by force what they 
promised to gain by it; an immense 
expansion of German power, an im- 
mense enlargement of German indus- 
trial 
and 
commercial 
opportunities. 
Their prestige will be secure, and with 
their prestige their political power. If 
they fail, their people will thrust them 
aside; a government accountable 
to 
the people themselves will be set up 
in Germany as it has been in England 
in the United States, in France, and in 
all the great countries of the modern 
time except Germany. 
If they succeed 
they are safe and Germany and 
the 
world are undone; If they fail Ger- 
m a n y is saved and the world will be at 
peace. 
If they succeed, America will 
fall within the menace. 
We and all 
the rest of the world 
must 
remain 
armed, as they will remain, and must 
m a k e ready for the next step in their 
aggression; If they fail, the world may 
unite for peace and Germany may be 
of the union. 


Intrigue Is Plain. 


"Do you not now understand 
the 
new intrigue, the intrigue for peace, 
and why the masters of Germany do 
not hesitate to use any 
agency 
that 
promises to effect theeir purpose, the 
deceit of the nations? 
Their present 
particular aim Is to deceive all those 
who throughout the world stand for 
the rights of peoples and the self-gov- 
ernment of nations; for they see what 
immense strength the forces of jus- 
tice and of liberalism are 
gathering 
out of this war. 
They are employing 
liberals in their enterprise. 
They are 
using men. In Germany and without, 
as their spokesmen whom they have 
hitherto despised and oppressed, using 
them for foi- their own destruction— 
socialists, the leaders 
of 
labor, 
the 
thinkers they have hitherto sought to 
silence. 
Let them once succeed and 
these men, now their tools, will bo 
ground to powder beneath the weight 
of the great military empire they will 
have set up: the revolutionists In Rus- 
sia win be cut off f r o m all succor or 
co-opeeratlon In western Europe and a 
counter-revolution fostered and 
sup- 
ported; Germany herself will lose her 
chance of freedom, and all 
Europe 
will a r m for the next final struggle. 


Pushing Intrigue Here. 
"The sinister Intrigue Is being no 
less actively conducted in this coun- 
try than In Russia and in every coun- 
try In E u r o p e to which the agents and 
dupes of the Imperial German govern- 
ment can' get access. 
That 
govern- 
m e n t has m a n y spokesmen here, In 
places high a n d low. They have learn- 
ed discretion. 
They keep within the 
law. 
I t la opinion they utter now, not 
sedition. 
They proclaim the 
liberal 
purpoaea of their masters; declare this 
a foreign war which can touch Amar- 
ica with no danger to either her lands 
or bar Inatitutions, aet England at the 
centar of the aUge and talk of her 
amWtlon to aaaart economic dominion 
tbrvttfhout tba worl4; «PPmI to 9»f 


undermine tha government with false 
professions of loyalty to its principles: 
but they will m a k e no headway. T h e 
false betray themselves always in ev- 
ery accent. 
It is only friends and jpar- 
tisans 
of 
the 
Gjsrman 
government 
whom we have already identified who 
utter these thinly disguised disloyal- 
ties. 


Plain to All the World. 


"The facts i r e patent 
to 
all 
the 
world, and 
nowhere are they 
more 
plainly seen than in the United States, 
where we are accustomed to deal with 
facts and not with sophistries; 
and 
the great fact that stands out above 
all thè rest Is that this is a people's 
war, a w a r for freedom and justice 
and self-government amongst all t h e 
nations of the,world, a war to m a k e 
ftie world safe for the peoples who 
live upon it and have made it their 
own, the German 
people 
themselves 
included; and t h a t with us rests the 
choice to break 
through 
all 
these 
hypocrisies 
and 
patent 
cheats 
and 
masks of brute force and help set the 
world free, or else stand aside and let 
it be dominated a long age through 
by sheer- weight of a r m s and the ar- 
bitrary choices of self-constituted mas- 
ters, by the nation which can main- 
tain the biggest armies and the most 
irresistible a r m a m e n t s — a 
power 
to 
which the world has afforded no par- 
allel and in the face of which polit- 
ical freedom must w i t h i r and perish 


"For us there is but one choice. We 
have m a d e it. 
Woe be to the m a n or 
groups of men that seeks to stand in 
our way in this day of high resolution 
when every principle we hold dearest 
is to be vindicated and made secure 
for the salvation of the nations.

are ready to plead at the bar of his- 
tory and our flag shall wear a

Once more we

good with our lives and fortunes the 
great faith to which we were born 
and a new glory shall shine In the 
face of our people."

get near enough to the m.achines to 
hurl their offerings into the laps and on 
the shoulders of the astonished Ameri- 
can officers. 
The Americans 
appar- 
ently had not imagined the heights to 
which Parisien enthusiasm could rise. 
Boys, men, girls and even some old 
women struggled to j u m p on the run- 
ning boards of Gen. Pershing's car to 
shake hands with him. 


Dinner to t h e General. 
A dinner was given tonight to Gen. 
Pershing at the American 
embassy. 
Premier Ribot, Marshal Joffre, Minis- 
ter Viviani and Painleve and 
other 
leading military and naval officers and 
public men were present. 
The dinner 
was informal. 
Toward the close Am- 
bassador Sharp proposed the 
health 
of the president of the French repub- 
lic and the president of the 
United 
States and the success of the expedi- 
tion on which Gen. Pershing is enter- 
ing. 
The premier responded by greet- 
ing the American commander as rep- 
resenting the American a r m y and peo- 
ple in the undertaking on which they 
are now embarking. 
He wished them 
all success and proposed the health of 
President Wilson. 


Pooplo Forgot the War. 


The 
demonstration 
was the 
more 
significant because it came 
from 
a 
great outpouring of people who for the 
time being seemed almost to forget 
that war was in progress. 
It was not 
General Per.shing alone who came in 
for unprecedented ovations, but every 
American caught sight of by the peo- 
ple was almost burdened with 
flowers. 
Crowds 
shouted 
themselves 
hoarse 
with cheers for America. 
F r o m every 
house top all along the route, f r o m 
every window, f r o m every 
elevation 
and from the thou5?ands upon 
thou- 
sands who choked every thoroughfare 
in the vicinity of the line of 
march 
there was hurled a welcome that no 
American in Paris will ever forget. 


General Pershing was expected 
to 
arrive from Boulogne at 5 o'clock, but 
his special train did not reach 
Paris 
until 6:30. 
This gave opportunity for 
thousands who work until 6 o'clock to 
mass themselves along the route until 
the congestion became so great that 
transportation was tied up. 
General 
Pershing's features were not familiar 
to the people, but " P a p a " Joffre's cap 
caught the eye of the people and re- 
vealed the identity of the soldier in 
khaki at his side. 


At the station General Pershing wac 
met by a group of French officials, in- 
cluding 
Minister 
Viviani, 
Marshal 
Joffre and 
Generals Foch, 
Painleve 
and Peltier and a group of Americans 
headed by Ambassador Sharp. At one 
end of the station was an improvised 
throne 
with 
tapestries 
such 
as

erected when royalty is visiting the 
city, which had been put up for the 
occasion. 
Before leaving the atation

Money Will Be Sent In. 


At a t meeting of the members of the 
F o r t Wayne Clearing house, which is 
composed of representatives f r o m ev- 
ery banking institution in

total resources of the last published 
statement. 
This aggregates a sum of 
a little less than two million dollars. 


This small deficit, however, will be

The fifty and one hundred 
dollar 
bonds which were subscribed for by 
the residents In the city must be paid 
in full a t once by the banks who have 
underwritten the bonds subscribed for 
by the majority of people. 
The larger 
bonds can be paid by the banks on the 
installment* plan as outlined by 
the 
government. 


Can Still Subscribe. 


Although the money will be sent in 
to the federal bank Thursday evening, 
this does not mean that people cannot 
subscribe for bonds any more. 
On the 
contrary any person who still wishes 
to purchase a bond can get them f r o m 
any bank or trust company within the 
next three or four weeks. 
The banks 
have taken out 
a 
large number of 
bonds which have not been subscribed 
for and are willing to sell them to any 
person who wants to purchase them. 


Expect Another Call. 


The majority of bankers in the city, 
as well as all over the country, are of 
the opinion t h a t the government will 
issue another 
call 
for 
liberty loaji 
bonds within the next sixty or ninety 
days. 
Mr. Worden states t h a t every 
one of the banks and trust companies 
in the city are so situated as to do their 
alloted part should another call be is- 
sued. 


Prosperity Coming. 


Charles H. Worden, who was very 
m u c h enthused over the outcome of 
the campaign in this city, stated that 
the subscribing of this large a m o u n t 
of money means prosperity in the fu- 
ture. 
He said: 
"Every dollar of the 
money which has been raised in this 
country for war purposes, or for the 
liberty loan bonds, for taxation 
and 
for the loan to the allies, which ap- 
proximates nine 
billions 
of dollars, 
will be spent right here in this coun- 
try." 


Have a Big Day. 


The liberty loan headquarters at the 
transfer corner in the old home of the 
Hamilton National bank had an ex- 
ceedingly busy day Wednesday.

in denial of China's sovereignty and 
American policy has been interpreted 
in Tokio as undue interference in Chi- 
nese affairs and disregard of the spe- 
cial position J a p a n claims for herself 
in China, much the same as the posi- 
tion of the United States with regard 
to Mexico. 
In connection with 
this 
latest incident Secretary Lansing to- 
day authorized this statement: "What- 
ever comment has arisen has been due 
entirely to the publication of a bogus 
note purporting to have been cabled 
f r o m New York to Tokio.

rect text has been published from a 
Chinese 
paper. 
Whatever 
suspicion 
aroused by the bogus note was re-

given." 


It has been previously explained at

note was inspired simply by a desire 
to aid the rival Chinese faction to come

especially

States feels somewhat responsible for 
China's difficulties, as China followed 
the lead of the United States in serv- 
ing relations with Germany.

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TAKING UP THE SLACK. 


' Already there have been arrests, convictions 
jand prison sentences under the penal clauses 
iof the army registration law. In New York 
iiwo men were sentenced to federal prisons for 
^failing to register June 5. In these cases the 
i^ffenses were aggravated* by continued and 
.peculiar obduracy. 
Doubtless there will be 
JB good many of this sort, taken altogether, but 
-constituting nevertheless a small percentage 
•^f those who for one reason and another failed 


register. 
The federal department of justice is pro- 
.feeding with considerable vigor to lay hands 
on the slackers—more doubtless Avith a view 
to getting hold of the comparatively small 
•number who not only have been obstinate and 
i conspiring rather than to mete out punish- 
}^2nent to the much larger class that embraces 
those either ignorant of the law or not appre- 
hending how serious any delinquency might 
appear. 
The government does not disclosc 
any purpose to be unduly harsh with those 
who did not register, but who now are willing 
to yield tardy obedience to the law. 


Attorney General Gregory has just issued 
a statement in which it is set forth that the 
delinquents who through ignorance or inat-' 
tention omitted to register are still permitted 


get their names on the lists as provided for 
under one section of the law, but must be held 
to; ansAver to the grand jury on their own 
recognizance. That is not altogether pleasant, 
though it is not severe, and it will be the wiser 
course for those who failed to register to at- 
tend to that obligation without further aggra- 
yaiion of delay. More rigorous measures arc 
taken with others, bond with sureties being 
required for wilful delinquents and heavy 
bond or incarceration for those who have been 
defiant and sought to interfere with the oper- 
ation of the law. 


While the figures compiled in Washington 
iphow on their face that there was a good deal 
iof slacking in many states, the actual number 
may not turn out to be nearly so large. The 
falling off is not from a known number in 
tach state, but from an estimate made for each 
state. The utmost employment of the science 
of census guessing and the most painstaking 
application of it to the registration estimates 
could not develop figures which by .any as- 
sumptions should be accepted as accuracies. 
The system by which such estimates arc made 
-furnish substantial approximations, but noth- 
ing that ought to be called a count. 


However, it is known in every community 
in the country that there were slackers in per- 
centages greater or less. Those ought to avail 
themselves of the best conditions and terms 
that the law allows and the government is will- 
ing to concede. 
The department of justice 
does not want to fill the prisons with slackers. 
It would much rather that they register now, 
willingly and promptly. Delinquents who 
now do that are not likely to be required to 
give further very serious account of them- 
selves. It will be much the better course. 
Those who do not avail themselves of this 
leniency may be obliged to suffer severely. 
They will be hunted out sooner or later and 
made to register or accept the painful rigors 
of the alternative.

The busines« of conducting the com- 
mon affairs of th® people of each com- 
munity and of-each state and of the 
nation is very large. 
It takes prob- 
ably two million people to perform the 
task of government in all its branches, 
national, state and local. 
This is a 
gréât army of men and women. They 
are the people's employes. 
The peo- 
ple in this country are the employers. 


An individual or head of a business 
has power over his employes and may 
discharge or transfer any one when- 
ever it will benefit the business. 
The 
people can not do that because they 
have power only for one day—that is, 
election day, when they are casting 
their ballots. 
Elaborate machinery is,* 
therefore, necessary to enableUhe peo- 
ple to keep constant control ov^r their 
servants in order to get the best pos- 
sible •ï^rk. 
" 


The people elect certain officers and 
leave to these elected officials the ap- 
pointment 
of 
subordinates. 
It 
is 
through the elected officials that tfce 
people hold control over the appoint- 
ed employes. 
The Important question 
to us is, therefore, that of controlling 
the elected officials. 


There are 
two Incentives 
which 
make men work hard in any employ- 
ment—the hope of promotion and the 
fear of discharge or being set back. 
The person who works for the people 
in doing the tasks of government Is 
.particularly subject to these 
incen- 
'tives. 
Promotions and discharges are 
given more attention in public em- 
ployment than in the case of private 
employment. 


The elected official is held accpunt- 
ab]e4)ecause he knows that his suc- 
cesses will be heard about and his 
failures known and when his term of 
office expires, the people will judge 
whether he has done their work to 
suit them. 
One way to discharge such 
an employe is to fail to re-elect him 
at the close of the term. 
One way to 
show that his work has been approved 
is to give him a good vote for re- 
election. 
This is the method of con- 
trol used with respect to all officers 
who are elected by the people. 


It is a simple method.- 
We hire a 
man to work 
for us for 
a certain 
length of time. 
At the end of the 
time he decides whether he wants to 
try to continue at the' job and we de- 
cide whether we want to keep him. 


This serves one purpose, but it does 
not help much in the case of the man 
who before the end o^ his term, proves 
to be corrupt or incompetent in office. 
Such an officer may be discharged at 
the end of his term by the voters, but 
he may do much harm before his term 
^nds. 
Something is needed to meet 
this danger. 
The people must 
have 


meajtB at hand at all times to call their 
employes to account. .These are fur- 
nished by the method of Impeachment 
and lastly by the recall. 


The only method employed for many 
years in discharging corrupt and in- 
competent offlcers was 
that of im- 
peachment. 
This process means that 
the officer is charged with grave of- 
fenses and is tried betoce a court. 
It 
he is fouQd guilty of the charges, he 
is, thereby, put out of office. 


Impeachment 
is a very severe as 
well as a slow and difficult process 
and is resorted to only in grave cases. 
It Is not a satisfactory method of hold- 
ing officials to 
account in ordinary 
cases. 
Serious crimes usually have to 
be charged. 
An officer may be wholly 
Incompetent and yel honest and he 
could not be charged with offenses of 
such a character as to warrant im- 
peachment. 
A simpler method 
has 
been sought 
and many 
states and 
cities have adopted the recall as a 
means of discharging 
faithless and 
Incompetent officials. 


The recall is a method by which the 
people may at any time take a vote 
on the question whether an official 
shall be discharged. 
The method fol- 
lowed is In most cases as follqws: 
A 
certain percentage 
of the 
voters— 
r^sually ,25 per cent—sign a petition 
asking that an election be held to de- 
termine whether 
a certain 
officer 
shall l)e 'removed from office. 
The 
petition must state the causes for re- 
moval. 
The officer has 
a right to 
answer the charges. 
Candidates are 
nominated against the official. 
The 
election is held, and if a majority vote 
against the 
accused official, 
he is 
thereby removed and the candidate se- 
curing the largest number of votes is 
declared elected. 
In practice, it is 
usually required that a man be given 
a chance of at least one or two years 
before any recall can be started and 
if the attempt is made once and fails, 
than no further attempt can be made 
during his term. 


The recall has the advantage of giv- 
ing the people a close rein on their 
officers. 
It is a constant spur to the 
official to satisfy the desires of his 
employer—the people. 
It has the dis- 
advantage of being subject to unfair 
use by political enemies who trump up 
charges—perhaps against 
reasonably 
good offlcers. 
An official 
may 
be 
elected by one political party and very 
soon, perhaps, be compelled to de- 
fend himself at a recall election forced 
by the other party for purely parti- 
san purposes. 
It is the abuse of the 
recall and not its use that is unfair. 


Another method of discharging offi- 
cers elected by the people as their 
employes is that of removal by some 


higher official for a cause after hear- 
ing. 
Thus the county sheriff, mayors 
of c i t ^ , and certain other local offl- 
cers in New York may be removed 
by the governor. 
In many 
of the 
states, similar powers are exercised 
as to certain officials by the governor. 
Charges are made in such cases to 
the governor, who makes an investi- 
gation, gives the official a chance to 
present his case and then decides the 
matter. 
This is an easy method of 
makln# charges, but the charge must 
be quite aferious to get consideration 
from a fair governor. It was intended 
against the corrupt official and not 
against the man who is incompetent or 
who Is not so gbod as he ought to be. 


When we come to the officers and 
employes appointed by elected officials, 
the method of discharging is compara- 
tively simple. 
The man who appoints 
usually has the power to discharge. 
So much political favoritism has at 
times Come in. however, in causing 
competent employes to be discharged 
and incompetent, or at least not so. 
competent, employes to be put in their 
places, that restrictions have gradu- 
ally been placed on the power to re- 
move. "No removals except for cause" 
is coming to be the rule in progressive 
states and cities and in the national 
service. 


In Indiana there is no adequate pro- 
vision made for the removal of officers 
who prpve to be incompetent or un- 
faithful. either by impeachment 
or 
other methods. 
The governor 
has 
slight po%ver of removal and the peo- 
ple have no check at all except to turn 
the official out at the next election, 
and try another man. 
There is no 
provision for recall in Indiana either 
in state or 
local government. 
The 
constitution, however, provides 
that 
"state, county and township officers 
may be removed in any manner pro- 
vided by law." This seems to be suffi- 
cient authority to provide any method 
of removal.

Before adoption of the present Stars 
and Stripes by congress, we had many 
flags, used by individual coloi.ies and 
regiments. 
There were the pine tree 
flag of Massachusetts and the wliite 
crescent on a blue field flying above 
Fort Johnson, when Col. Moultrie held 
the stronghold against the British fleet 
in 1775. 
Another banner had a snak«i 
with the words "Don't Tread On Me." 


A yellow flag with a canton of 13 
blue and silver stripes In the upper 
left-hand corner and a coat of arms 
lettered, "For These We Strive." in 
the center, waved above George Wash- 
ington's bodyguard when he left Phil- 
adelphia, June 21, 1775, to command 
the Colonial forces. 


On June 14, 1777, the continental 
congress adopted the Stars and Stripes 
as the national emblem. 
Washington 
translated the design In these words: 
"We take the star from heaven, tho 


red from our mother country, separat- 
ing it by white stripes, thus showing 
that we have separated from her, and 
the white stripes shall go down to pos- 
terity representing Liberty." 


The first time the flag was displayed 
was on August 
6, 1777, over 
Fort 
Schuyler, at Rome, N. Y. 
John Paul 
Jones flew a 12-star naval flag on the 
"Ranger" in November, 1777. 


As the Union gained a state, a star 
was added in the blue field. At first it 
was planned to add a stripe also, but 
after two states had been admitted the 
flag was found to be unwieldly. 
The 
15-stripe flag was in use from 1795 
until 1818. 


For many years the army did not 
carry the Stars and Stripes in battle 
although it had been in use as a garri- 
son flag. The land forces then carried 
what was known as national colors or 
standards of blue with coat of arms of 
the United States, an eagle over sev- 
eral stars, and the designation of the 
body of troops. 
In 1834 the artillery 
was allowed to carry the Stars and 
Stripes. 
The national standards re- 
mained the colors "of the infantry until 
1841 and of the cavalry until 1S87. 


From its adoption in 1777, national 
vessels carried the national flag.

What Do You Do With 
the Lef t-Over Coffee

Sometimes when consulting the food 
cyclopedia it seems that there is more 
water than any other ingredient in al- 
most everything we eat. 
This Is as It 
should be. however, for the 
human 
body itself consists of 87 per cent, 
water, which is constantly evaporat- 
ing and passing away, and must bd 
supplied again In Just as constant pro- 
cess. 


Authorities say that 3 
pints of 
water a day are necessary to the aver- 
age person, and those who are active 
workers or are large and healthy of 
body need more—4 or 5 pints dally. 
Water Is found In generous quantities 
In all food, but a great proportion of 
the amount required to flush the sys- 
tem must be taken pure or In other 
beverages. 


One of the most widely used bev- 
erages on the American table is cofteo. 
It should not be injurious, would not 
be to very 
many 
people, if it were

If coffee is 
ground too coarse, more is used than 
necessary because in coarse coffee the 
flavor is not so readily extracted.

caffeine and aromatic 
essential oils 
without extracting 
the tannin. 
The 
way to accomplish this is by boiling 
Just the right length of time. 
Three 
minutes Is better than five minutes. 


After the coffee has been served as 
a beverage the 
clear, 
brown liquid 
should be poured off the grounds im- 
mediately unless it has been made in 
a percolator. 
Every drop of left-ov*ir 
coffee may be used for delectable and 
nutritious dishes. 


Coffee Jelly Is a good dessert. Gel i- 
tlne Is prepared from the skin and 
bones of animals and as now made 
under the pure food law Is a whole- 
some and valuable food.

that devast entire crops. 
In so far 
as there ai e four or five distinct broods 
of this insect during the season one 
can plainly see that the time factor is 
not so im)iortant. 
It is a recognized 
fact, though, that the later plantings 
are not so badly affected with rust and 
anthracno.se. 


Soil Preparation. 
The preparation of the soil for beans 
is u.sually deferred until the covering 
on the ground has made some growth 
so that it will decay 
rapidly 
when 
turned under. 
Beans 
can 
also 
be 
planted on the ground that has yielded 
a crop of early onions, lettuce or rad- 
ishes. 
If the covering on the ground 
is very high it should be double disced. 
Then the ground should be plowed six 
or eight inches deep and should be 
dragged 
and 
harrowed 
immediately 
after plowing. 
Frequent discing and 
harrowing should be given the soil 
until planting time. 
The 
seed 
bed 
should be fine and smooth, so do not 
plow the land until it is dry enough 
to work properly. 
Working the soil 
when it is too wet will injure it seri- 
ously. 


Clean Seed and Rate. 


Only the best grade of hand-picked 
beans should be used for seed. 
All 
brown 
or 
yellow 
discolored 
beans 
should be discarded, as they are infect- 
ed with anthracnose and rust, two of 
the worst bean diseases. 
About two 
to three 
pecks of 
the 
small 
navy 
beans is necessary to plant an acre. 


Method of Planting. 


The common method of .seeding a 
large acreage is to use the eleven hoe 
seed drill. 
All the holes except the 
second, sixth and tenth are stopped 
up, and 
this will sow three 
rows 
twenty-eight inches apart. 
The beans 
should be planted every 3-4 inches in 
the row. 
Oftentimes 
the 
ordinary 
corn planted with special bean plates 
is used. 


Depth of Planting. 


If the soil is a heavy clay the seed 
should be planted about one and a 
half inches deep. On sandy loams they 
can be planted as deep as 3 inches. 


Fertilizer. 


Since commerciaDfertilizer is so ex- 
pensive this year few growers wil) u.se 
it. 
An application of 200-300 pounds 
per 
acre 
of a 16% acid phosphate 
would be advisable. 
In ton lots this 
acid 
phosphate 
would 
coat 
about 
$17.50. 


Cultivation. 


The most important cultivation is 
given in the preparation of the seed 
bed before the crop is planted. 
Fre- 
quent and shallow cultivations with 
narrow shovels are best. 
It is best to 
allow the dew to dry before cultivating. 
Two inches is a satisfactory depth. 
Often at the last cultivation the beans 
are killed slightly, as this facilitate 
harvesting If done %vith a inachine. 
harvesting if done with a harvesting 
machine. 


When the pods are yellow and about 
half the foliage is dead the field is 
ready to be harvested. 
Small growers 
usually pull the rows by hand 
and 
I bunch and shock 
in the 
field to dry. 
I Large acreages usually require a bean 
j harvester, which pulls two rows at 
I once and piles them in a windrow, 
j When cured the shocks are hauled to 
I the barn and stacked until such time 
as they can be flailed or threshed out. 


Yield. 


Indiana farmers secure from flv« 
j to twenty bushels per acre, v/hile ex- 
ceptional cases have produced forty 
bushels an acre. 
A row 100 feet long 
should return from 15 to 20 quarts.

A DIFFERENT FLAG FOR EVERY WAR!

Our heroes of the revolution first 
fought under a red, white and blue 
flag after the war had gone along 
nearly a year. 
It had 13 red and 
white 
horizontal 
stripes 
and 
13 
five-pointed 
stars 
of 
white 
ar- 
ranged in a circle on a blue field. 


The war of 1812 saw a, 15-starred 
and 15-striped flag, the two extra 
stars and stripes to represent the 
addition of Vermont and Kentucky 
^o the union. 
The stars were ar- 
ranged in a square 
because 
the 
number became too high for cir- 
cular arrangement. 


By the time we fought Mexico in 
1848, the United States consisted of 
29 states and a star for each 
of 
these states was sewn on the blue 
field. 
The stripes numered 13, for 
it was seen a stripe for each state 
would make the flag unwieldly. 


Although 11 states seceded from 
the union at the beginning of the 
civil war, their stars remained in 
the blue field of the United States 
flag. 
Then the union consisted of 
33 states and 35 by the end of the 
war. 
A star represented each. 


By 1898, when the United States 
fought Spain, 45 states were in the 
union and a star represented each 
on the national emblem. 
By that 
time it was seen the striped part of 
tlie flag was a bit out of proportion, 
so new plans for the flag were dis- 
cussed. 


The present war against Germany 
sees the new plans carried out. 
The 
flag is of finer proportions, appear- 
ing longer and narrower than be- 
fore. 
The blue field by this time 
contains 48 stars, for all divisions 
of the union had become states.

Is Ty Cobb slowing up? Has he lost his 
batting eye? 


I have received many queries asking 
these questions about the greatest of the 
present generation of ba.seball players. 


And there were reasons for these ques- 
tions. 


For the first time in eleven years Cobb 
dropped out of the class of .300 hitters for 
a day. Repeatedly short 
accounts of 
games in which he participated showed 
that he had been caught stealing. From 
the outside it looked as though Ty might 
be due for a bad season. 


But to answer the questions. 
Cobb is not slowing up, at least not 
enough to be appreciated. 


He suffered a slump in batting but seems 
to have regained his batting eye with a 
vengeance. 


Wet, cold weather games played on slow 
mucky fields have caused him to be caught 
many times this spring where he would 
have beaten the throw on a fast diamond. 


But Cobb, for the first time in his life is 
conserving his speed. 


He is not taking the chances on tha 
bases that used to mark his play. He is 
still taking more chances than any other 


player in baseball, but is using more judg- 
ment in his plays than formerly. 


Cobb is 30. He has been in major league 
baseball for eleven years. He realize» thE^t 
he cannot hope to continue leading the 
league in half a dozen departments for 
many more years. He also realizes that 
conservation of speed now means more 
years "up there," and Cobb wants to stay 
"up there" as long as possible. 


But Cobb is not slowing up. He is still 
the tantalizing 
dazzling streak on the 
bases. And don't for a moment believe 
that he hasn't a very good chance to lead 
the league In batting and base running 
this year.

To sum up the essentials of boxing for 
health and preparedness, I would put them 
down in this order: 


First, start at the bottom by getting 
and staying in excellent physical trim.

Second, develop wind. Run, skip rope, 
play handball, train to run at high and low 
speed; get your lungs and heart so they 
can stand strain. 


Third, try to get speed and footwork. 
Shadow boxing is the best training for 
this. 


Fourth, develop the punch. The left jab« 
is the best. 


Fifth, learn to avoid punishment. Learn 
to ward off attacks, learn to hold and 
clinch. 


Finally, I would outline the following 
program for those who are anxious to keep 
in the best physical condition. 


Keep good hours. 
Get at least eight 
hours of sleep each night. 


Run at a fair speed from one to fiva, 
miles each day before breakfast. 


After perspiring freely take a showerj. 
then rub the muscles of your legs. 


Do a lot of walking. 
Whether or not you ever become a good 
boxer you can be sure of being in good 
physical condition if you will box and 
train somewhat as a boxer does.

Son-in-Law of Rev. J. S. 


Ainslie Tells of British 


Victory. 


C. M. Jones, cashier of the Pennsyl- 
vania is in receipt of a Canadian news- 
paper from Rev. James S. Ainslie, for- ! 
mer pastor of the Plymouth Congrega- j 
tional church, containing a letter from ) 
his son-in-law, Lieut. Hugh Donnan, | 
who is with the Canadian troops in 
northern 
France. 
Mrs. donnan, ! 
daughter of Rev. Ainslie, will be re- 
membered by her hosts of friends here. 
She is now in London. 
Rev. Ainslie is 
a pastor in Canada. 


One letter dated April 10, follows: 
"Things are quieter with us today. 
We do not linow much. 
All we do 
know is that the Canadians reached 
ail their objectives, and that the suc- 
cess of the attack was greater than our 
most optimistic hopes. 


"We moved in on Sunday morning 
and bivouacked in ope of the splendid 
woods that are always to be seen in 
northern France. 
For the first time 
since we came over we have lived in 
I tents. 
The wood was full of trunks 
I of trees just turning forward, and a 
forestry battalion (Canadian) was busy 
I felling some of these, and the roar of 
I the big guns made things very realistic. 
A short distance away a chaplain was 
having a voluntary service for the men 
of one of the battalions that was go- 
I ing forward. 
Hymns such as 'Fight 
the Good Fight,' 'Sun of My Soul,' and 
'Abide with me, fast falls the 
eventide; 
I 
The darkness deepens. Lord 
i 
with me abide.' 


were being sung, and the strains rose 
and fell, and brought home to one the 
solemnity of that Easter Sunday even- 
ing. 


"For this attack we had all the frills; 
nothing was lacking that money could 
buy, or the brain of man devise. The 
battle was to be to the death, and the 
preparations were greater than for any 
other engagement, nor excepting Ver- 
dun and the Sommc. 
All watches were 
synchronized over a frontage of many 
miles, and at a certain hour in the early 
morning of yesterday all guns opened 
up. 
All say there was nothing like 
such a fire ever before. 
Our boys went 
over with the opening of the guns. We 
watched the attack from a high hill, 
and it was a wonderful and awesome 
sight. 
It was just breaking dawn, and 
the whole sky was lit up by the flashes 
from the guns. 
Positively, the earth 
tiembled at the power of their dis- 
charge. 


"Very soon the enemy signals of dis- 
i tress, 'S. O. S.' went up, and these 
I rockets are tiie most beautifully col- 
; ored ones, golden spray and rainbow 
I tints. 
Everything made the .sight never 
to be forgotten. 
A few hours later the 
wounded started to come 
back, and 
then batches of pi'isoners, and more 
and more until the batches 
became 
hundreds.' Aeroplanes seemed to be 
evei-ywhere in the sky. and they 
brought back word of how splendidly 
the troops were doing. 
As I have said, 
the success was greater than we had 
hoped for. 


"The wounded hobbled .past, grin- 
ning all over, telling the same .story of 
irresistible progress. 
One of our men 
asked a passing prisoner, 'Was Fritz 
I beating it?' 
'Yes,' he said, 'they are 
all beating it this way,' and it really 
looked like it. 
Preparations for every- 
thing had been 
made—concentration 
cages for the prisoners had been erect- 
ed, and ambulances for the wounded 
were at hand. 
Pretty soon our guns 
started to move forward. 
The Ger- 
man was off the ridge he had occupied 
for about three years. 
Here 
90.000 
Frenchmen are buried, the result of 
one battle. 
Needless to say the enemy 
had strengthened this position by every 
conceivai)Ie means and device, but all 
in vain. 
Nothing could live in that fire. 
Those who were not killed gave them- 
.selves up. 
Our chaplain was forward, 
and he got slightly wounded. 
We were 
in support, all ready, but not in the at- 
tack. 


"1 believe the beginning of the end 
has come. 
I hope this will pas5? the 
censor.

I am informed that if this ordinance is 
passed it is proposed to locate the new oil 
station at or near the former site of the 
Standard Oil Company, viz: at some point 
along the Wabash railroad between Win- 
ter street and the Gay street bridge.

Whereas, The Mayor addressed the fol- 
lowing communication to" this Council as 
the Public Depository Finance Board» rel- 
ative to the investment of the money 
raised In the sale of Auditorium bonds: 
THE MAYOR'S COMMUNICATION. 


June 12, 1917. 
To the Honorable Common Council: 


Gentlemen: 
The City of Fort Wayne 
has on deposit about $185.000.00 to $190,- 
000.00, being the proceeds of city bonds 
issued to erect a city Auditorium. 


The greatly increased cost of building 
construction that has taken place within 
the past year, has resulted in making the 
type of building contemplated one year 
ago cost a much greater sum of money 
now, than it would have cost at that time 
as shown by bids received by the Board of 
Public Works. 


The money in this fund is not available 
for any line of city expenditures, other 
than that for which it was collected, via: 
construction of a city Auditorium. 
This 
project cannot be realized at the present 
time for lack of sufficient funds. 


Under the circumstances, I would ad- 
vise and recommend that this money be 
invested in Government Liberty 
Bonds 
until such time as this Auditorium project 
can be realized. 
I make this recommen- 
dation for two reasons: 


Istw The Government of the 
United 
States has called on its citizens to sub- 
scribe for $2,000,000.000.00 worth of Lib- 
erty Bonds to enable the Government to 
prosecute the war. 
Under this call, the 
people of Fort Wayne and Allen County 
are expected to subscribe for about $2.- 
800,000.00 of this sum. 
The amount sub- 
scribed to date is much less and unless the 
people of the city desire to occupy a posi- 
tion, that Is neither to tljeir advantage 
financially 
or their credit In a patriotic 
sense in contrast with what other cities 
of the state and nation are doing along 
this line, it behooves us to get busy and 
sub.scribe this sum of money 
without 
delay. 


2nd. Another reason why this Audi- 
torium money should be so Invested is that 
If not so invested. It must remain in the 
city depositories and draw but three per 
cent (3%) Interest annually; whereas. If 
Invested In Government Bonds, it will 
earn three and one-half per cent (8^%) 
interest. 


I would therefore recommend that your 
honorable body take such action as Is nec- 
essary In this matter by resolution or 
otherwise—acting as the City Depository 
Board and Common Council.

AMERICAN INVENTOR'S PORTABLE SUBMARINE FORT TO 


RAISE VESSELS SENT TO THE BOTTOM BY SEA TERRORS 


Ifow a submarine fort works. 
Two forts a r e here shown salvaKlii;; a sunken liner. 
Tlie pontoons at th« 
bottom a r c hinged to the chambers, which a r e vei-tlcal and filled with water. 
As the vessel is lifted, tlie water is 
pumped out ajidn the chamlKirs and p ontooiis eome toifcther.

Being Dormant for Long 
Period. 


(Staff Special). 


New York, J u n e 14.—The wealth of 
shipping sent to the 
bottom 
of the 
ocean by German U-boats may yet be 
saved. 


An invention is being tried out on a 
river near here with the ])urpose of 
perfecting it and making it suitable 
for deep sea .salvage work. 
It is called 
a portable submarine fort and is the 
idea of Carl .1. Lingciuist. 


W h a t makes engineers and shipping 
men here believe the millions of tons 
of shipping may yet be reclaimed 
is 
the simplicity of design and apparent 
practicability of this submarine fort. 
Lingquist has tested it under all con- 
ditions he has thought possible, and 
says it has worked to his satisfaction. 


The fort is a massive double steel 
chamber built in sections, so it may be 
adjusted to different depths. 
At the 
base of the chamber is the end of a 
pontoon 
or 
flat 
bottom, 
which 
is 
hinged, so that the chamber may rest 
lengthwise on the pontoon when not 


working. 
In this way the fort is towed 
tp the sunken liner. 


Just beforer theh spot is reached, 
the base of the chamber is filled with 
water and allowed to settle until the 
chamber is upright and the pontoon 
is sinking horizontally. 
The chamber 
is filled uj|til the pontoon has reached 
the depth of the wi eckage. 


Cables hold the chamber and pon- 
toon taut. 
Others are let out and, by 
the directions of a diver at the bottom 
of the fort, passed around the sunken 
liner. 


Manay of the ships sunk by German 
submarines in the Atlantic are small 
enough to be salvaged by one of these 
submarine forts, but two forts may be 
used together when the work of sal- 
vaging is too heavy for one. 
In this 
case the fort.s work end to end, so the 
hoisting cables of each may intertwine 
about the wreckage and tlie salvaging 
be divided equally between the two. 
There is no danger of the forts tipping 
over, because of the broad 
pontoon 
base and 
the powerful vacuum 
cup 


bottom of the chamber. These give the 
lifting chamber a firm grip for hoist- 
ing. 


Sand-suckers 
free 
the 
wreckage 
from the sand bottom of the ocean, 
and allow for the passage 
of 
cables 
about the liner's hull. 
The cables are 
fa-iitdhed to the upper ends of the pon- 
toons. 


As the water which has sunk 
the 
pontoons is pumped out, the pontoons 
rise and bring up the wreckage with 
them. 
At the same time the vertical 
chamber 
returns 
to the 
horizontal. 
This affords a leverage to aid the rais- 
ing of the pontoons. 


As the pontoons go u^). the vessel 
drains itself, the water escaping the 
way it entered. 
Once above water, the 
damaged vessel is patched up tempo- 
rarily and towed to port. 


The principle of this submarine fort 
is based on the gasoline 
engine—as 
the water leaves the chamber the pon- 
toon is sucked up to fill the vacuum 
left. 
In the same way water pushes 
th pontoon down. 


A few things happened in the hay miar- 
ket Thursday morning.

Five loads of the former sold at 
$1.65@1.67 per bushel, while nine loads of 
oats ranged from 65c to 72c. 


Hog quotations were lowered by local 
dealers Wednesday afternoon, 50c being 
taken from the prices all along the line. 
Throughout the country receipts in pork 
have been picking up considerably, and 
this 
together with the slight 
demand 
caused by high prices has overstocked the 
market, making the decrease necessary. It 
is possible that in ordev to hold the prices 
•up hog owners have been holding their 
porkers but in so doing they have caused 
an automatic boycott and the re.sulting 
drop.

German ruthlessness and brutality, de- 
plored national failure to prepare for 
the war, pleaded for undivided loyalty 
to the American flag, denounced the 
pacifists, and asked for generous sup- 
port and for the use of the Red Cross 
in caring for 
American 
troops 
on 
European battlefields. 


"We permitted our national policy," 
he said, "to be swayed by the national 
devotions and national antipathies of 
men who exercised the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens but showed 
themselves 
traitors to America 
by the 
way in 
which they prostituted our citizenship 
to the interests of Germany or to their 
hatred of England. 


"It would be impossible to overstate 
the damage done to the 
moral 
fibre 
of our country by the professional pa- 
cifist propaganda, 
the 
peace-at-any- 
price propaganda. 
The 
professional 
pacifists during the 
first 
two and 
a 
half years of the war, have occupied 
precisely the position of the copper- 
heads during the time of 
Abraham 
Lincoln. 


Ruled by Cowardice. 


"The fact that sheer cowardice was 
more potent than the love of peace 
was proved by the fact that the lead- 
ing pacifists dared 
not condemn 
a 
single foe they most feared—Germany. 
They clamored for neutrality between 
Germany 
and 
Belgium. 
They 
de- 
nounced war in language which 
re- 
flected as heavily on the fathers who 
were defending their wives and daugh- 
ters from outrage as upon tiie 
ag- 
gressors who systematically practiced 
rape and torture. 
By their failure to 
protest against the inhuman 
torture 
of the poison gas they made it neces- 
sary hereafter to accept this as an 
ordinary instrument of warfare; just 
as, by our failure to take immediate 
action in connection with the murder 
of innocent non-combatants by sub- 
marines, we 
committed an 
offense 
against humanity the effects of which 
cannot be completely 
eradicated 
by 
any subsequent action on our part. 


Clamor of Pi"ofessiojials. 


"All this meanne.ss and 
abandon- 
ment of duty was championed by the 
professional parifist.s on the plea that 
thereby 
we should 
be 'kept out 
of 
war.' 
And by their political pressure, 
they prevented us from preparing, and 
kept us utterly 
unprepared, on the 
ground that preparedness invited war; 
their motto was 'safety first,' not 'duty 
first.' 
They cared nothing for right- 
eousness. 
They cared nothing for hu- 
manity. 
They cared nothing for our 
national honor or interest. 
All they 
asked was a 'peace' that would 
per- 
mit us to get all four feet in the trough 
while we strove to distract attention 
f r o m the squalid baseness of our ma- 
terialism 
by the shrill clamor 
of 
a 
sham-sentimentality. 


"And nevertheless we have not been 
kept out of war. 
Our avoidance of 
duty simply invited such 
cumulative 
repetition 
of insult and injury 
that 
finally 
war 
was 
forced on us. 
It 
merely resulted in our drifting into 
w a r stern foremost, in a condition of 
Buch complete unreadiness 
that 
we 
owe an ignoble safety exclusively to 
the protection of the exhausted 
na- 
tions to whose help 
we have 
an- 
nounced that we intend to come. 


For Absolute Americanism. 


"From this time on let us insist on 
an absolute and undivided American- 
ism in this land, untempered by any 
self-allegiance to the countries from 
which our ancestors 
may 
severally 
have sprung, and untainted 
by 
any 
unworthy national animosity towards 
any other country. 
Let us 
prepare 
ourselves spiritually, economically and 
in all military and naval 
matters— 
Incuding as a permanent policy 
the 
policy of universal military 
training 
and service—so that never again shall 
we be utterly unready, as we now are. 
Renew the

er rob you of life's pleasures.

Germany of the Hohenzollerns, let us 
as speedily as possible train our giant, 
but our soft and unready, strength, so 
that we may use our hardened might 
to bring the slaughter to a real and 
final 
end in the only way honorably 
possible by securing for ourselves and 
our allies the peace of justice based 
on overwhelming victory." 


Appeals for Red Cioss Aid. 


In his appeal for support for the 
Red Cross, Colonel Roosevelt said: 


"The most important 
thing la to 
send abroad at the earliest possible mo- 
ment a great 
fighting 
army. 
Second 
only to the army In the work of win- 
ning this war comes our Red Cross. 
Indeed the importance of this work is 
so great t h a t the 
president of 
the 
United States has set apart next week 
— f r o m J u n e 18-25—as a period for 
sacrifice and 
unselfish generosity, 
a 
week in which the whole 
American 
people will be asked to Join in raising 
funds to enable our Red Cross to per- 
form its vast and indispensable duties 
in this war. 


"The 
president 
has also 
commis- 
sioned several of the ablest business 
men of the country as a war council 
of the Red Cross, to administer this 
sei-vice on behalf of a stricken world. 
This war council tells us that a f u n d 
of $100,000,000 must be raised at once 
in order to meet even the most urgent 
needs. 


"Here, indeed, is a summons to every 
American. 
It is an 
enormous 
sum 
of money; but what comfort can we 
take in withholding that or any other 
sum of money if it is needed to relieve 
the suffering of our own sons or the 
sons of our allies who are fighting for 
all that makes life worth living. 


Urges Free Givuig. 


"Into our Red Cross without stint 
should be poured a heartfelt offering 
of thanksgiving that we are permitted 
to join in this great service to all man- 
kind. 
Our soldiers and sailors will do 
their part without 
flinching; 
we may 
rest assured 
of their 
courage 
and 
fidelity. 
The Red Cross offers to us 
who are not allowed to fight, the op- 
portunity for sacrifice and for help. 


"We little realize what is before us. 
Our own sons and brothers will soon 
be going into battle. 
They will be 
three thousand miles from home, in 
a land already wasted by war, a land 
threatened by famine, a land smitten 
by disease. 
They tell us that in many 
cases today the wounds of soldier.s in 
France must be tied up with 
news- 
papers for want of the necessary sur- 
gical bandages. 
When our own men 
are wounded—as they surely will be 
in great numbers—are 
we going 
to 
allow them to suffer yet more because 
we fail to provide those things which 
can at least mitigate distress? 
Surely 
not. 
But we must do it in advance. 
If we wait it may be too late. 
Do it 
now. 


"Our Red Cross must not only care 
for the shattered bodies of our wound- 
ed men; it alone can become a foster 
parent to them in the trying condi- 
tions they are sure to face when they 
are convalescent from wounds or re- 
covering from exhaustion. 
We shall 
soon have an army of a million sol- 
diers. 
"When they go to France they 
must have homes in which to rest and 
to be cared for and to recover. 
The 
generosity of our whole people must 
make it possible for our Red Cross to 
provide for them. 


Show Nation's Great Heart 


"In no previous war have the inno- 
cent non-combatants had to bear so 
terrible a share of its physical suffer- 
ing. 
And it is through our Red Cross 
that we can show to the nations of 
the world how the great heart of the 
American people goes out to them in 
their distress. 


"France—proud, 
brave, 
bleeding 
from ghastly wounds needs us sorely. 
Tuberculosis is raging throughout her 
land. 
Fifteen hundred of her towns 
and villages have been razed to the 
ground by the calculated barbarity of 
the invaders. 
Millions of her people 
are homeless and starving, bereft even 
of the barest covering for their bodies, 
of stoves, of utensils with which 
to 
cook or eat, of agricultural implements 
of 
animals—Indeed 
of 
the 
simplest 
elements of civilization. 
And to 
us 
alone can these people come for help; 
we alone have the abundance 
with 
which to supply their direst needs. 


"To Russia, too, we must reach out 
our helping 
hand. 
We little 
know 
what she has suffered and is suffer- 
ing. 
R,u.ssia, long 
obedient to 
au- 
tocracy, has not 
flinched 
in this con- 
flict. 
Her people have had to strug- 
gle not only to free the world from 
autocracy, but to make their own land 
a land of liberty. 
Russia needs all 
we can do to strengthen her courage 
and to make her feel that we are in- 
deed behind her. 
Our armies can do 
little for her. 
Our Red Cross alone 
can take into Rus.sia the message of 
hope, of help, of confidence which she 
so terribly needs. 
The message must 
be practical. 
It must carry deeds and 
not merely words; and it should 
be 
carried at once. 
Probably never be- 
fore were so many people in distress 
and agony as in Russia at this very 
hour. 
We can take no more vital step 
toward winning this war than to put 
renewed heart and sti-ength into Rus- 
sia."

Prison walls had no terror for 
him,

They have 
regarded them merely as serviceable or- 
ganizations which they could by force or 
intrigue bend or corrupt to their own pur- 


or Turkey or the ponderous states or 
the east. Austria-Hungary, indeed, 
was to become part of the Central 
German Empire, absorbed and domi- 
nated by the same forces and influ- 
ences that had originally cemented the 
German states themselves. • The dream 
had its heart at Berlin. It could have 
had a heart nowhere else. It rejected 
the idea of solidarity of race entirely. 
The choice of peoples played no part 
in it at all- It contemplated binding 
together 
racial and political 
units 


which could be kept together only by 
force—Czechs, Magyars, Croats, Serbs. 
Roumanians. Armenians—the proud 
states of Bohemia and Hungary: the 
stout little commonwealths of the Bal- 
kans, the indomitable Turks; the sub- 
tile peoples of the east. Those peoples 
did not wish to be united. They ar- 
dently desired to direct their own af- 
fairs, would be satisfied only by undis- 
puted Independence. 
They could be 


kept quiet only by the presence or the 
constant threat of armed men. They 
would live under a common power 
only by sheer compulsion and await 
the day of revolution. 
But the Ger- 


man military statesmen had reckoned 
with all that and \vere ready to deal 
with it in their own way. 
Large Part of Plan Put Through. 
"And they have actually carried the 


greater part of that amazing plan into 
execution. 
Look how things stand- 


Austria is at their mercy. It-has acted, 
not upon Its own initiative or upon the 
choice of its own people, but at Ber- 
lin's dictation ever since the war be- 
gan. Its own people now desire peace, 
but cannot have It until leave Is grant- 
ed from Berlin. The so-called central 
powers are in fact but a single power. 
Servia is at Its mercy, should its' hands 
be but for a moment freed. Bulgaria 
has consented to its will and Rumania 
Is overrun. The Turkish armies, which 
Germans trained, 
are 
serving Ger- 


many, certainly not themselves, and 
the guns of German warships lying in 
the harbor at Constantinople remind 
Turkish statesmen every day that they 
have no choice but to take their orders 
from Berlin. From Hamburg to the 
Persian gulf the net Is spread. 
Peace Motives Clear. 


"It Is now easy to understand the 


eagerness for peace that has been man- 
ifested from Berlin ever since the 
snare was set and sprung. 
Peace, 


peace, peace has been the talk of her 
foreign office for now a. year 
and 


more: not peace upon her own initia- 
tive, but upon the initiative of the na- 
tions over which she now deems her- 
self to hold the advantage. . A little of 
the talk has been public, but most of 
It has been private. Through all sorts 
of channels It has come to me. and In 
all sorts of guises, but never with the 
terms disclosed which the German 
government would be willing to ac- 


govornment has other val- 


undermlne the government with false 
professions of loyalty to Its principles: 
but they will make no headway. The 
fate* betray themselves always In ev- 
ery accent. It Is only friends and par- 
tisans of the German 
government 


lyhorn we have already Identified who 
utter these thinly disguised disloyal- 
ties. 


Plain to All the World. 


'The facts are patent to all the 


world, and nowhere are they more 
plainly seen than In the United State?, 
where we are accustomed to deal with 
facts and not with sophistries: and 
the great fact that stands out above 
all the rest Is that this Is a people's 
war, a war for freedom and justice 
and self-government amongst all tho 
nations of the world, a war to make 
the world safe for the peoples who 
live upon it and have made It their 
own, the German people themselves 
included: and that with us rests the 
choice to break 
through 
all these 


entente forces on the coast near Athens 
Is reported. Preservation of order in 
the capital and control of the situation 
near the seat of government seem "the 
objects In view of this move.

"They have regarded the smaller 


sta,tos In particular and the peoples 
who could be overwhelmed by force, as 
their natural tools and instruments of 
domination. Their purpose has long 
been avowed. The statesmen of other 
nations, to whom that purpose was 
incredltablc. paid little attention; re- 
garded what German professors ex- 
pounded 
in 
their class rooms and 


German writers set forth to the world 
as the goal of German policy as rather 
tho dream of minds detached from 
practical affairs, as preposterous pri- 
vate conceptions of German destiny, 
than as the actual plans of responsible 
rulers: but tho rulers of Germany 
themselves knew all the while what 
concrete plans — what well advanced 
Intrigues lay back of what the profes- 
sors and tho writers were saying, and 
were glad to go forward unmolested. 
filling the thrones of Balkan states 
with German princes, putting German 
officers at the service of Turkey to 
drill her armies 
and make interest 


with her government, developing plans 
of sedition and rebellion in India nnd 
Egypt, setting their fires in Persia. 
The demands made by Austria upon 
Servia were a mere single step in a 
plan which compassed 
Europe nnd 


Asia, from Berlin to Bagdad. 
They 


hoped those demands might not arouse 
Europe, but they meant, to press them 
whether they rllcV or not, for they 
thought themselves ready for the final 
issue of arms. 


1'ast Scheme of Conquest. 


"Their plan was to throw a broad 


belt of German military power and po- 
litical control across the very center 
of Europe and beyond the Mediterra- 
nean Into the heart of Asia; and Aus- 
tria-Hungary was to be as much their 
tool and pawn aa Servia or Bulgaria 


chance to perpetuate their military 
power or even their controlling po- 
litical Influence. 
If they can secure 


peace now with tho Immense advan- 
tages still In their hands which they

If 
they fall, their people will thrust them 
aside: a government accountable to 
tho people themselves will bo set up 
In Germany as It has been In England 
In the United States, Tn France, and In 
all tho great countries of tlio modern 
time except Germany. If they succeed 
they are sate and Germany and the 
world are undone; If they fail Ger- 
many is saved and the world will be at 
peace. It they succeed. America will 
fall within the menace. We and "all 
the rest of the world must remain 
armed, as they will remain, and must

of the union. 


Intrigue Is Plain. 


"Do you not now understand the 


new intrigue, the intrigue for peace, 
and why the masters ft Germany do 
not hesitate to use any agency that 
promises to effect thceir purpose, the 
deceit of the nations? Their present 
particular aim Is to deceive all those 
who throughout the world stand for 
the rights of peoples and tho self-gov- 
ernment of nations; for they see what 
immense strength the forces of jus- 
tice and of liberalism are gathering 
out o£ this war. They are employing 
liberals in their enterprise. They aro 
using men, in Germany and without, 
ns their spokesmen whom they have 
hitherto despised and oppressed, using 
them for for their own destruction— 
socialists, the leaders of labor, the 
thinkers they have hitherto sought to 
silence. 
Let them once succeed and 


these men, now their tools, will be 
ground to powder beneath the weight 
of the great military empire they will 
have set up; the revolutionists In Rus- 
sia will be cut off from all succor or 
co-opeeration In western Europe and a 
counter-revolution fostered ai»d sup- 
ported; Germany herself will lose her 
chance of freedom, and all Europe 
will arm for the next final struggle. 


Pushing Intrigue Here. 


"The sinister Intrigue Is being no 


less actively conducted In this coun- 
try than in Russia and In every coun- 
try In Europe to which the agents and 
dupes of tho Imperial German govern- 
ment can get access.

ment has many spokesmen here, In 
places high and low. They have learn- 
ed discretion.

Pershlng at tho American embassy- 
Prcmler'Rlbot. Marshal Joltre. Minis- 
ter Vivianl and Palnlev* and other 
lending military and naval officers and 
public m«n were present.' The dinner 
was Informal. Toward tho close Am- 
bnwador Sharp proposed the health 
of the president of the French repub- 
lic and the president of the United 
States nnd th* success of the expedi- 
tion on which Gen. Pershlmj is enter- 
Ing. 
The premier responded by greet- 


ing the American commander as rep- 
resenting the American army and peo- 
ple In the undertaking on which they 
are now embarking. He wished them 
all success and proposed the health of 
President Wilson. 


People Forcot Oio War. 


Tho demonstration was tho more 


significant because it came from a 
Brcat outpouring of people who for tho 
time being seemed almost to forget 
that war was in progress.

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TAKING UP THE SLACK, 


Already there have been arrests, convictions 


fend prison sentences under the penal clauses 
bf the army registration law. In New York 
-two men were sentenced to federal prisons for 
.•Jailing to register June 5. In these cases t.hc 
Offenses tvere aggravated by continued and 
•peculiar obduracy. Doubtless there will be 
» good many of this sort, taken altogether, but 
Constituting nevertheless a small percentage 
bpf those who for one reason and another failed 
^ register. 


The federal department of justice is pro- 


fceeding with considerable vigor to lay hands 
ipn the slackers—more doubtless with a view 
$o getting hold of the comparatively small 
toumber who not only have been obstinate and 
i-«onspiring rather than to mete out punish- 
Went to the much larger class that embraces 
>those either ignorant of the law or not appre- 
hending how serious any delinquency might 
Appear. The government does not disclose 
any purpose to be unduly harsh with those 
who did not register, but who now are willing 
to yield tardy obedience to the law. 


Attorney General Gregory lias just issued 


a statement in which it is set forth that the 
delinquents who through ignorance or inat- 
tention omitted to register are still permitted 
to get their names on the lists ns provided for 
tmd$r one section of the law, but must be held 
to answer to the grand jury on their own 
recognizance. That is not altogether pleasant, 
though it is not severe, and it will be the wiser 
course for those who failed to register to at- 
tend to that obligation without further aggra- 
vation of delay. More rigorous measures are 
taken with others, bond with sureties being 
required for wilful delinquents and heavy 
bond or incarceration for those who have been 
defiant and sought to interfere with the oper- 
iption of the Jaw. 


While the figures compiled in Washington 


phow on their face that there was a good deal 
wf slacking in many states, the actual number 
may not turn out to be nearly so large. The 
falling off is not from a known number in 
jeach state, but from an estimate made for each 
state. The utmost employment of the science 
of census guessing and the most painstaking 
application of it to the registration estimates 
could not develop figures which by any as- 
sumptions should be accepted as accuracies. 
The system by which such estimates are made 
furnish substantial approximations, but noth- 
ing that ought to be called a count. 


However, it is known in every community 


in the country that there were slackers in per- 
centages greater or less. Those ought to avail 
themselves of the best conditions and terms 
that the law allows and the government is will- 
ing to concede. The department of jusf.ici 
does not want to fill the prisons with slackers. 
It would much rather that they register now. 
•willingly and promptly. Delinquents who 
now do that are not likely to be required to 
give further very serious account of them- 
selves. It will be much the better course. 
Those who do not avail themselves of this 
leniency may be obliged to suffer severely. 
They will be hunted out sooner or later and 
made to register or accept the painful rigors 
of the alternative.

The business of conducting the com- j 


nion affairs of the people of each com- 
munity and of each state and of the 
nation is very large. 
It takes prob- 


ably two million people to perform th* 
task of government In all its branches, 
national, state and local. 
This is a 


great army of men and women. They 
are the people's employes. 
The peo- 


ple in this country are the employers. 


An individual or head of a business 


has power over his employes and may 
discharge or transfer any one when- 
ever it will benefit the business. 
The 


people can not do that because they 
have power only for one day—that is, 
election day, when they are casting 
their ballots. Elaborate machinery is, 
therefore, necessary to enable the peo- 
ple to keep constant control over their 
servants In order to get tha best pos- 
sible work. 


The people elect certain officers and 


leave to these elected officials the ap- 
pointment 
of 
subordinates. 
It 
is 


through the elected officials that the 
people hold control over the appoint- 
ed employes. Tho important question 
to us is. therefore, that of controlling 
the elected officials. 


There are 
two Incentives 
which 


make men work hard in any employ- 
ment-—the hope of promotion and the 
fear of discharge or being set back. 
The person who works for the people 
in doing the tasks of government Is 
particularly subject to these incen- 
tives. Promotions and discharges are 
given more attention in public em- 
ployment than in the case of private 
employment. 


The elected official is held account- 


able because he knows that his suc- 
cesses will be heard about and his 
failures known and when his term of 
office expires, the people will Judge 
whether he has done their work to 
suit them. One way to discharge such 
an employe is to fail to re-elect him 
at the close of tho term. One way to 
show that his work has been approved 
is to give him a good vote for re- 
election. This is the method of con- 
trol used with respect to all officers 
who are elected by the people. 


It is a simple method. We hire a 


man to work for us for a certain 
length of time. 
At the end of the 


timo he decides whether h« wants to 
try to continue at the Job and we de- 
cide whether wo want to keep him. 


This serves one purpose, but it does 


not help much In the case of the man 
who before the end of his term, proves 
to be corrupt or Incompetent In office. 
Such an officer may be discharged at 
the end of his term by tho voters, but 
ho may do much harm before his term 
ends. 
Something is needed to meet 


this danger. Tho people must havo 


means at hand at all times to call their 
employes to account. These are fur- 
nished by the method of impeachment 
and lastly by the recall. 


The only method employed for many 


years in discharging corrupt and in- 
competent officers was 
that of im- 


peachment. This process means that 
the officer Is charged with grave of- 
fenses and is tried before a court. If 
he is found guilty of the charges, he 
Is, thereby, put out of office. 


Impeachment is a very severe as 


well as a slow and difficult process 
and is resorted to only in grave cases. 
It is not a satisfactory method of hold- 
ing officials to 
account in ordinary 


cases. Serious crimes usually have to 
be charged. An officer may be wholly 
Incompetent and yet honest and he 
could not be charged with offenses of 
such a character as to warrant im- 
peachment. 
A simpler method has 


been sought 
and many states and 


cities have adopted the recall as a 
means of discharging faithless and 
Incompetent officials. 


The recall is a method by which the 


people may at any time take a vote | 
on the question whether an official 
shall be discharged. The method fol- 
lowed is In most cases as follows: A 
certain percentage 
of the 
voters — 


usually 25 per cent — sign a petition 
asking that an election be held to de- 
termine whether 
a certain 
officer 


shall be removed from office. 
The 


petition must state the causes for re- 
moval. 
The officer has 
a right to 


answer the charges. 
Candidates are 


nominated against the official. 
The 


election is held, and If a majority vote 
against the 
accused official, 
he is 


thereby removed and the candidate se- 
curing the largest number of votes is 
declared elected. 
In practice. It is 


usually required that a man be given 
a chance of at least one or two years 
before any recall can be started and 
if the attempt is made once and falls, 
then no further attempt can be made 
during his term. 


The recall has the advantage of giv- 


ing the people a close rein on their 
officers. It is a constant spur to the 
official to satisfy the desires of his 
employer— the people. It has the dis- 
advantage of being subject to unfair 
use by political enemies who trump up 
charges — perhaps against reasonably 
good officers. 
An official 
may 
be 


elected by one political party and very 
soon, perhiips. be compelled to de- 
fend himself at a recall election forced 
by tho other party for purely parti- 
san purposes. It is tho abuse of the 
recall and not its use that Is unfair. 


Another method of discharging offi- 


cers elected by tho people as their 
employes is that of removal by some 


higher official for a cause after hear- 
ing. Thus the county sheriff, mayors 
of cities, and certain other local offi- 
cers In New York may be removed 
by the governor. 
In many 
of the 


states, similar powers are exercised 
as to certain officials by the governor. 
Charges are made in such cases to 
the governor, who makes an Investi- 
gation, *ives the official a chance to 
present his case and then decides the 
matter. 
This is an easy method of 


making charges, but the charge must 
be quite serious to get consideration 
from a fair governor. It was Intended 
against the corrupt official and not 
against the man who Is incompetent or 
who is not so good as he ought to be. 


When we come to the officers and 


employes appointed by elected officials, 
the method of discharging is compara- 
tively simple. The man who appoints 
usually has the power to discharge. 
So much political favoritism has at 
times come in. however, in causing 
competent employes to be discharged 
and incompetent, or at least not so 
competent, employes to be put in their 
places, that restrictions have gradu- 
•tlly been placed on the power to re- 
move. "No removals except for cause" 
is coming to be the rule in progressive 
states and cities and in the national 
service. 


In Indiana there Is no adequate pro- 


vision made for the removal of officers 
who prove to be Incompetent or un- 
faithful, either by impeachment or 
other methods. 
The governor 
has 


slight power of removal and the peo- 
ple have no check at all except to turn 
the official out at the next election 
and try another man. 
There is no 


provision for recall in Indiana either 
in state or 
local government. 
The 


constitution, however, provides that 
"state, county and township officers, 
may be removed in any manner pro- 
vided by law." This seems to be suffi- 
cient authority to provide any method 
of removal.

Washington, June 14.—In the Uni- 


ted States national museum here the 
history of tho American flag Is shown 
In reality. All banners which repre- 
sented this government or any part of 
It have been preserved for future gen- 
erations to see. 
Before adoption of the present Stars, 


and Stripes by congress, we had n.any 
flags, used by Indlx'idual coloi.-les and 
regiments. There wore the pine tree 
flag of Massachusetts and tho white 
crescent on a blue field flying above 
Fort Johnson, when Col. Moultrle held 
the stronghold against tho British fleet 
In 1776. Another banner had a «nak<* 
ivlth the words "Don't Tread On Me." 


A yellow flag with a canton of 13 


blue and silver stripes in the upper 
left-hand corner and *. coat of arms 
lettered, ('For These We Strive," in 
the center, waved above George Wash- 
ington's bodyguard when he left Phil- 
adelphia, June 21, 1775, to command 
tho Colonial forces. 


On June 14, 1777, the continental 


congress adopted tho Stars and Stripes 
as the national emblem. Washington 
translated the design in these words: 


"We take the star from heaven, th-; 


red from our mother country, separat- 
ing It by white stripes, thus showing 
that we have separated from her. and 
the white stripes shall go down to pos- 
terity representing Liberty." 


Tho first time the flag was displayed 


was on August 6. 1777. over Fort 
Schuyler, at Rome, N. Y. John Paul 
.lones fiew a 12-Htnr naval flag on the 
"Ranger" in November, 1777. 


As the Union gained a state, a star 


was added In the blue field. At first It 
wns planned to add a stripe also, but 
nftcr two states had been admitted the 
(ing was found to be wi wieldly. The 
IB-stripe flag was in use from 1795 
until 1818. 


For many years the army did not 


carry the Stars and Stripes in battle 
although It had been In use as n garri- 
son flag. The land forces then carried 
what was known as national colors or 
standards of blue with coat of arms of 
the United States, an eagle over sev- 
eral stars, and the designation of tho 
body of troops. In 1834 the artillery 
was allowed to carry the Stars and 
Stripes. 
The national standards re- 


mained the colors of the infantry until 
1841 and of the cavalry until 1887. 


From its adoption In 1777, national 


vessels carried the national flag.

all mixed up about the army and 
navy. Can you straighten me out?"

What Do You Do With 


the Left-Over Coffee 


(By Biddy Bye.) 


Sometimes when consulting the food 


cyclopedia it seems that there is more 
water than any other ingredient in al- 
most everything we eat. This is as it 
should be, however, tor the human 
body itself consists of 87 per cent, 
water, which is constantly evaporat- 
ing and passing away, and must be 
supplied again in just as constant pro- 
cess. 


Authorities say that Z^ pints of 


water a da.y are necessary to the aver- 
age person, and those who are active, 
workers or are large and healthy of 
body need more—4 or 5 pints daily. 
Water is found in generous quantities 
in all food, but a great proportion of 
the amount, required to flush the. sys- 
tem must, be taken pure or in other 
beverages. 


One of the most widely used bev- 


erages on the American table is coffee. 
Tt should not be injurious, would not 
be to very 
many 
people. If It were 


made carefully and scientifically. It is 
strange that although good coffee is 
not difficult to make, a rtrst-class cup 
of coffee is exceedingly rare. 


Be. sure that the water for coffee la 


fresh and clear. Long boiling of tho 
water expels the air and gases and 


makes It flat and insipid. If coffee is 
ground too coarse, more is used than 
necessary because in coarse coffee the 
flavor is not so readily extracted. Have 
your coffee ground like coarse corn- 
meal. 


The main idea in making good cof- 


feet is to extract and 
retain the 


caffeine and aromatic 
essential oils 


without extracting 
the tannin. 
The 


way to accomplish this is by boiling 
just the right length of time. 
Three 


minutes is better than five minutes. 


After the coffee has been served as 


a beverage the 
clear, 
brown liquid 


should be poured off the grounds im- 
mediately unless it has been made in 
a percolator. Every drop of left-ov«*r 
coffee may be used for delectable and 
nutritious dishes. 


Coffee Jelly Is a good dessert. Gela- 


tine is prepared from the skin and 
bones of animals and as now made 
under the pure food law is a whole- 
some and valuable food. 


Gelatine itself 
is 
very nutritiojs 


and when used with coffee (which 
is a light stimulant,) sugar and a lit- 
tle cream, it makes a nourishing arid 
tasty dish. 


Remember that gelatine should not 


be cooked. Put one cup of gelatine on 
the back of the stove with one cup uf 
warm water. Let it heat and dissolve, 
never boil. Add your hot coffee with 
sugar and cream 
to taste—about a 


pint to this quantity of gelatine. 
Set 


on Ice to cool. 


If you wish 
a. clear coffee jelly 


lea.ve out the cream when making and 
add it to the dish as whipped cream 
when served. This is a real company 
dessert, very cheap and wholesome. 
It takes very little sugar and coffee, 
two foods we must send to the allies. 


Coffee ice cream is another means 


of using left-over coffee. 
It shoul'l 


be well sweetened, with tho addition 
of twice as much milk and an eighth 


much cream. 
Freeze the sweet- 


ened coffee with the milk, whip the 
cream and add it when the freezing 
mixture is Just beginning to set. 


With coffee desserts the after-din- 


ner cup of black 
coffee Is unneces- 
sary.

Nickel Plate Ready to Re- 


ceive Applications from 


the Fair Sex. 


The story so Industriously circulated 


tbout the city today that the Nickel 
Plate had hired two women to take 
charge of the Clinton and Harrison 
etreet crossings at nights could not be 
verified, as those positions are. under 
the supervision of C. B. Hoyt. of 
Cleveland. Inquiry at the local super- 
intendent's office revealed, however, a 
plan looking towards the employment 
of women in various capacities now 
open only to men. Necessity will com- 
pel such a step, it is said, in the near 
future! There are employed in cleri- 
cal capacities many men in Fort 'Wayne 
and other points on the line who are 
members of the. various military de- 
partments and are subject to call at 
any hour. There are no men to fill the 
places of these young fellows, the 
Nickel Plate officials say. and women 
will have to be employed. When this 
does take place, said an official this 
morning, many changes in the person- 
nel of the departments will occur. For 
Instance, a male may occupy a position 
that could be filled by a woman. He 
would probably be assigned to other 
work, maybe breaking or firing on the 
road, and a woman put in the office as 
clerk. Some days ago the Sentinel 
mentioned the fact that General Fore- 
man M. J. Meldrum. of the shop and 
round house, had decided to nil several 
places out there with women. So far 
he has only one woman, who is taking 
care of the oil house, but there have 
been other applications and next week 
Mr. Meldrum expects to give two and 
possibly three more women positions.

Soil Preparation. 


The preparation of the soil for beans 


Is usually deferred until the covering 
on the cround has made somo growth 
so that it will '".reay rapidly when 
turned undor. 
Beans can also ho 


planted on the ground that has yielded 
a crop of early onions, lettuce or rad- 
ishes. If tho covering on tho Kround 
is very high it xhould bo double disced. 
Then the Kround should he plowed six 
or eiRht inches deep and should bo 
dragged and harrowed Immediately 
after plowing. Frequent discing and 
harrowing should be given tho soil 
until planting time. 
Tho seed bed 


should bo line and smooth, so do not 
plow the land until it is dry enough 
to work properly. Working the soil 
when it la too wet will injure it seri- 
ously. 


Clean Seed and Roto. 


Only the best grade of hand-picked 


beans should be used for seed. 
All 


brown or yellow discolored beans 
should be discarded, as they are infect- 
ed with anthraenoKO and rust, two of 
tho worst bean diseases. 
About two 


to three pecks of tho small navy 
beans is necessary to plant an acre. 


Method of Planting. 


The common method of seeding a 


largn acreage is to use the eleven hoe 
seed drill. 
All the holes except the 


second, sixth and tenth are stopped 
up. and this will sow three rows 
twenty-eight inches apart. The beans 
should be planted every 3-4 inches in 
tho row. 
Oftentimes 
the 
ordinary 


corn planted with special tean plates 
is used. 
Depth of Planting. 


If the soil is a heavy clay the seed 


should be planted about one and a 
half Inches deep. On sandy loams they 
can be planted as rleep as 3 inches. 


Fertilizer. 


Since commercial fertilizer is so ex- 


pensive this year few growers will use 
it. An application of 200-300 pounds 
per acre 
of a lfi% acid phosphate 


would be advisable. In ton lots this 
acid 
phosphate would cost 
about 


$17.50. 


Cultivation. 


The most important cultivation is 


given In the preparation of the seed 
bed before the crop is planted. Fre- 
quent and shallow cultivations with 
narrow shovels are best. It is best to 
allow the dew to dry before cultivating. 
Two inches is a satisfactory depth. 
Often at the last cultivation the beans 
are killed slightly, as this facilitate 
harvesting If done with a machine. 
harvesting if done with a harvesting 
machine. 


When the ports are yellow and aboiit 


half the foliage is dead the field is 
ready to he harvested. Small growers 
usually pull the rows by hand and 
hunch and shock in the 
field to dry. 


Large acreages usually require a bean 
harvester, which pulls two rows at 
once and piles them in a windrow. 
When cured the shocks are hauled to 
the barn and stacked until such time 
as they can he flailed or threshed out. 


Yield. 


Indiana farmers secure from five 


to twenty bushels per acre, while ex- 
ceptional eases have produced forty 
bushels an aero. A row 100 feet long 
should return from IS to 20 quarts.

A DIFFERENT FLAG FOR EVERY WAR!r 


Our heroes of the revolution first 


fought under a red. white and blue 
flag after the war had gone along 
nearly a year. It had 13 red and 
white horizontal stripes and 13 
five-pointed stars of white 
ar- 


ranged in a circle on a blue field. 


The war of 1812 saw a IE-starred 


and 15-striped flag, the two extra 
stars and stripes to represent the 
addition of Vermont and Kentucky 
to the union. The stars were ar- 
ranged in a square because the 
number became too high for cir- 
cular arrangement. 


By the time we fought Mexico in 


1548, 
the United States consisted of 


29 states and a star for each of 
these states was sewn on the blue 
field. The stripes numcrcd 13, for 
it was seen a stripe for each state 
would make the flag unwieldly. 


Although 11 states seceded from 


the union at the beginning of the 
civil war, their stars remained in 
the blue field of the United States 
flag. Then the union consisted of 
33 states and 35 by the end of the 
war. 
A star represented each. 


By 1S9S. when the United States 


fought Spain. 45 states were in the 
union and a star represented each 
on the national emblem. By that 
time it was seen the striped part of 
the flag was a bit out of proportion, 
so new plans for the flag were dis- 
cussed. 


The present war against Germany 


sees the new plans carried out. The 
flag is of finer proportions, appear- 
ing longer and narrower than be- 
fore. The blue field by this time 
contains 48 stars, for all divisions 
of the union had become states.

C. M. Jones, cashier of the Pennsyl- 


vania is in receipt of a Canadian news- 
paper from Rev. James S. Ainslie. for- 
mer pastor of the Plymouth Congrega- 
tional church, containing a letter from 
his son-in-law, Lieut. Hugh Donnan, 
who is with the Canadian troops in 
northern 
France. 
Mrs. Donnan. 


daughter of Kev. Ainslie. will be re- 
membered by her hosts of friends here. 
She is now in London. Rev. Ainslie is 
a pastor in Canada. 


One letter dated April 10. follows: 
"Things are quieter with us today. 


We do not know much. 
All we do 


know is that the Canadians reached 
all their objectives, and that the suc- 
cess ot the attack was greater than our 
most optimistic hopes. 


"We moved Jn on Sunday morning 


and bivouacked in one of the splendid 
woods that are always to be seen in 
northern France. For the first time 


I since we came over we have lived in 
I tents. 
The wood was full of trunks 


j of trees just turning forward, and a 
j forestry battalion (Canadian) was busy 


I felling some of these, and the roar of 


I the big guns made things very realistic. 
A short distance away a chaplain was 
having a voluntary service for the men 
of one of the battalions that was go- 


I ing forward. 
Hymns such as 'Fight 


I the Good Fight,' 'Sun of My Soul.' and 
I 
'Abide with me, fast falls the 


! 
eventide; 


I 
The darkness deepens. Lord 


j 
with me abide.' 


were being sung, and the strains rose 
and fell, and brought home to one the 
solemnity of that Easter Sunday even- 
ing. 


"For this attack we had all the frills: 


nothing was lacking that money could 
buy. or the brain or man devise. The 
battle was to be to the death, a-nd tho 
preparations were greater than for any 
other engagement, nor excepting Ver- 
dun and the Somme. All watches were 
synchronized over a frontage of many 
miles, and at a certain hour in the early 
morning of yesterday all guns opened 
up. 
All say there was nothing like 


such a fire ever before. Our boys went 
over with the opening of the guns. We 
watched the attack from a high hl!l. 
and it was a wonderful and awesome 
sight. It was Just breaking dawn, and 
the whole sky was lit up by tho flashes 
from the guns. Positively, the earth 
! trembled at the power of their dis- 
charge. 


"Very soon the enemy signals of dis- 


tress. 'S. O. S.' went up. and these 
rockets are thp- most beautifully col- 


j ored ones, golden aprny nnd rainbow 
tints. Everything made thr night never 
to be forgotten. A few hours later tho 
wounded started to romo back, and 
then batches of prisoners, and more 
and more until the batch™ became 
hundreds.

brought bark word of how nplendldly 
th« troops xvoro doing. As I have said. 
th« success was greater than we had 
hoped for. 


"The woundod hobbled past, grin- 


ning all over, telling the iwmo story of 
Irresistible progress. One of our men 


. asked a passing prisoner. 'Wns Fritz 
j beating It?' 'Tes.' ho said, -they are 
all heating It this way.' and It rr-ally 
looked like It. Prepnrations for every- 
thing had been mndo—concentration 
cages for the prl?onern had been erect- 
ed, and ambulances for the wounded 
were at hand. Pretty soon our guns 
started to move forward.

There is now in force an ordinance 
passed m 1S87 and amended in 188S. which 
prohibits the location of storage stations 
lor petroleum or its inflammable products 
in quantities Intended for wholesale dis- 
tribution anywhere within the corporata 
limits of the city. 
The enactment of this ordinance at the 
time was due to a disastrous fire and ex- 
plosion that occurred at the Standard Oil 
company s station then located along the 
right-of-way of the Wabash railroad east 
of the Gay street bridge. Under the 1887 
ordinance the Standard Oil Company was 
prohibited from rebuilding their station 
en the site where the fire occurred or any- 
wheie else within the city limits, and 
were compelled to seek a new location 
outside the city limits on the Nickel Plato 
railroad and Leosburg road. 
I am informed that If this ordinance Is 
passed It Is proposed to locate the new oil 
station at or near the former site of the 
Standard Oil Company, viz: at some point 
along the Wabash railroad between Win- 
ter street nnd the Gay street bridge. At 
the time of tho Standard Oil Company 
flre this district contained but a few 
scattered homes, while today It is a dense- 
ly built-up section. 
This ordinance If enacted 
Into law 
would not only operate as an appeal to the 
3888 ordinance prohibiting the establish- 
ment of wholesale oil stations within the 
City limits but would likewise so mortify 
the building corto ordlnam-e of 1909, regu- 
lating the storage of gasoline oil, etc., 
for sen-Ice stations, dry denning estab- 
lishments, otr.. as to render this onll- 
Jiance worthless. Under the building code 
ordinance Uic storing of gasoline- In re- 
•Irlcled exclusively to underground tanks 
and of very limited rapacity in both slr.o 
»nd number. Whereas the proposed ordi- 
nance would permit the erection of tanks 
of 15.000 gallons eneh above ground. 
Under the rln'umstttncen I cnn find no 
spod reason for granting a privilege of 
this character to a. new oil company, which 
has been consistently denied to all other 
companion for thirty yearn.

ITnder the circumstances. I would ad- 
vise and recommend that this money be 
Invested In Government' Liberty Bonds 
until such tlmo on this Auditorium project 
can bo realized. I make this recommen- 
dation for two reasons: 


1st. The Government of the United 
Stales has called nn Its citizens to sub- 
scribe for $2.000.000,000.00 worth of Lib- 
erty Honds to enable tho Government to 
prosecute the war.

people of Fort Wnyne and Allen County 
are expected to subscribe for about $2-

financially or I heir credit In a patriotic 
sense In contrast with what other cities 
of the stato and nation are doing along 
this line, It behooves us to get busy and 
subscribe this sum of money without 
delay. 


2nd. Another reason why this Audi- 
torium money should be so Invested is that 
If not so invested.

Germans Decline to Abolish 


Racing, Fearing to Show 


Weakness. 


Amsterdam, .Tune 13.—(Via Lon- 


don. June 14.)—Horses will be put on 
oats rations in Germany from June 1C, 
according to an ordinance Issued In 
Berlin, varying from one and n half 
to three pounds daily. An agitation 
has been going on for the abnndon- 
mentof horse racing In Germany dur- 
ing war time, but tho authorities, the 
papers say. have decided otherwise on 
the ground that all the belligerents 
Hro continuing racing or have resumed 
tho sport after a brief Interval. 


"For victorious German," says the 


Kreuz Zeltung. "thare is certainly no 
reason to refrain from racing, espe- 
cially as it would create with the ene- 
my a wrong Impression. Germany 
will be entirely dependent on home 
breeding. There are nine hundred 
and thirty race horses In Germany, 
which consume a like number of tons 
of oats, and about five hundred tons 
of coal arc needed for special racing 
trains. 
Neither quantity is worth 


quibbling about." 


Vorwaerts, however, angrily pro- 


tests, contending that as the Germans 
must pinch, even on the necessaries of 
life and not alone on tho luxuries, it 
should first be shown that there Is not 
a better use to which such oats and 
coal could be put.

Colonel Roosevelt Calls for 


Allegiance That Shares 


With None. 


NATION MUST MAKE 


UP FOR SLACKING 


In Speech at Lincoln, Neb., 


Roosevelt Dwells on 


the- War. 


Lincoln, Neb.. 
June 14.—Colonel 


Theodore Roosevelt. In a speech which 
h« delivered here today at the cele- 
bration of the semi-centennial of the 
statehood of Nebraska, criticised the 
national policy of the United States for 
failure to protest 
promptly against 


German nithlessness and brutality, de- 
plored national failure to prepare for 
the 'war, pleaded for undivided loyalty 
to the American flag, denounced the 
pacifists, and asked for generous sup- 
port and for the use of the Red Cross 
In caring for 
American troops on 


European battlefields. 


"We permitted our national policy," 


he said, "to be swayed by the national 
devotions and national antipathies of' 
men who exercised the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens but showed themselves 
traitors to America 
by the way in 


which they prostituted our citizenship 
to the Interests of Germany or to their 
hatred of England. 


"It would be impossible to overstate 


the damage done to the moral fibre 
of our country by the professional pa- 
cifist propaganda, the peace-at-any- 
prlce propaganda. 
The 
professional 


pacifists during the first two and a 
half years of the war, have occupied 
precisely the position of the copper- 
heads during the time of Abraham 
Lincoln. 


Ruled by Cowardice. 


"The fact that sheer cowardice was 


more potent than tho love of peace 
wa« proved by the fact that the lead- 
Ing pacifists dared 
not condemn a 


single foe they most feared—Germany. 
They clamored for neutrality between 
Germany 
and Belgium. 
They de- 


nounced war in language which re- 
flected as heavily on tho fathers who 
were defending their wives and daugh- 
ters from outrage as upon the ag- 
gressors who systematically practiced 
rape and torture. By their failure to 
protest against the Inhuman torturo 
of the poison gas they mado it neces- 
sary hereafter to accept this as an 
ordinary Instrument of warfare; just 
M. by our failure to take immediate 
HCtion in connection with tho murder 
of innocent non-combatants by sub- 
marines, wo committed an 
offense 


against humanity tho effects of which 
cannot be completely eradicated by 
my suboequcnt action on our part. 


Clamor of Professionals. 


"All this meanness and abandon- 


ment of duty was championed by tho 
profeiwlon.il pacifists on the plea that 
thereby wo should be 'kept out of 
w»r.' And by their political pressure, 
thty prevented us from preparing, and 
kept us utterly unprepared, on the 
(round that preparedness Invited war: 
their motto was 'safety first.' not 'duty 
first.' They cared nothing for right- 
eousness. They cared nothing for hu- 
manity. They cared nothing for our 
national honor or Interest. 
All they 


milked was a 'pcaco' that would pcr- 


1 jnlt us to get all four feet in the trough 
while we strove to distract attention 
from the squalid baseness of our ma- 
.terlallsm by the shrill clamor of a 
.•ham-sentlmcntallty. 


"And nevertheless wo have not been 


Jcept out of war. 
Our avoidance of 


duty simply invited such cumulative 
repetition of Insult and injury that 
•^finally war was 
forced on us. 
It 


merely resulted in our drifting into 
war stern foremost, in a condition of 
BUch complete unreadiness that we 
owe an Ignoble safety exclusively to 
the protection of the exhausted na- 
tions to whose help 
we have an- 


nounced that we Intend to come. 


For Absolute Americanism. 


"From this time on let us insist on 


an absolute and undivided American- 
Ism in this land, untcmpercd by any 
self-allegiance to the countries from 
jwhlch our ancestors 
may severally 


have sprung, and untainted by any 
unworthy national animosity towards 
any other country. 
Lot us prepare 


.ourselves spiritually, economically and 
-In all millta.ry and naval matters— 
'incudlng as a permanent policy the 
policy of universal military training 
and service—so that never again shall 
we be utterly unready, as we now are.

Appeals for R«I Cioss Aid. 


In his appeal for support for the 


Red Cross, Colonel Roosevelt said: 


"The most Important thing Is to 


send abroad at the earliest possible mo- 
ment a great fighting army. Second 
only to the army in the work of win- 
ning this war comes our Red Cross. 
Indeed the importance of this work is 
so great that the 
president of the 


United States has set apart next week 
—from June 18-25—as a period for 
sacrifice and unselfish generosity, a 
week in which the whole American 
people will be asked to Join in raising 
funds to enable our Red Cross to per- 
form its vast and indispensable duties 
in this war. 


"The president has also commis- 


sioned several of the ablest business 
men of the country as a war council 
of the Red Cross, to administer this 
service on behalf of a stricken world. 
This war council tells us that a fund 
of $100.000,000 must be raised at once 
In order to meet even the most urgent 
needs. 


"Here, indeed, is a summons to every. 


American. 
It is an enormous sum 


of money; but tvhat comfort can we 
take in withholding that or any other 
sum of money if it is needed to relieve 
the suffering of our own sons or the 
sons of our allies who are fighting for 
all that makes life worth living. 


Urges Free Giving. 


"Into our Red Cross without stint 


should be poured a heartfelt offering 
of thanksgiving that we are permitted 
.o Join in this great service to all man- 
kind. Our soldiers and sailors will do 
heir part without flinching: we may 
rest assured 
of their 
courage and 


fidelity. The Red Cross offers to us 
vho arc not allowed to fight, the op- 
>ortunity for sacrifice and for help. 


•We little realize what Is before us. 


Our own sons and brothers will soon 
be going into battle. 
They will be 


hree thousand miles from home, in 
i land already wasted by war. a land 
hreatcned by famine, a land smitten 
by disease. They tell us that in many 
cases today the wounds of soldiers in 
France must be tied up with news- 
papers for want of the necessary sur- 
;ical bandages. 
"When our own men 


are wounded—as they mirely will bo 
n great numbers—are wo going to 
«Ulovr them to suffer yet more because 
we fail to provide those things which 
can at least mitigate distress? 
Surely 


not. But we must do it in advance, 
f we wait It may be too late. Do it 


now.'Our Red Cross must not only care 
for the shattered bodies of our wound- 
ed men; It alone can become n foster 
iarcnt to thorn in tho trying condl- 
ions they aro sure to face when they 
ire convalescent from wounds or re- 
covering from exhaustion. Wo shall 
soon huvo an army of a million sol- 
liers. When they go to Franco they 
must havo homes in which to rest and 
to be cared for and to recover. Tho 
generosity of our whole people must 
make it possible' for our Red Cross to 
provide for them. 


Show Nation's Grcsvt Heart 


'In no previous war have tho inno- 


cont non-combatants had to bear »o 
tort-lbl" a share of Its phynlcal suftcr- 
ng. And it is through nur Red Cross 
that we can show to the nations of 
Lho world how the great heart of the 
American pcoplu noes out to them In 
their distress.
